U xps the general head of Present 
Day Papers, Charles W. Shields 
contributed an article on the Social 

Problem of Church Unity to the 
September number of the Century, 

a leading American illustrated 

monthly magazine. The following 
extracts show a trend of thought 

that is interesting to the student of 

the times: 


The situation of the Christian de- 
ination in modern society is not 


no 
unlike that of a wrangling army 
among 5 foes. It is no petty 

uarrel before the onset, but a bitter 


fond in mid- battle. The contendi 
factions have become so absor 
that they do not even see the hosts 
mustering around them and the rent? 
closing in upon them. Worst of all, 
they have neither organization nor 
1 n their hour of peril. 

Meanwhile, too, may still heard the 
old Voltairian sneer with modern 
variations: You Christians are dis- 
puting whether the Holy Ghost pro- 
ceeds from the Father as well as 
the Son, whilst multitudes have not 
even heard if there be a Holy Ghost; 
whether any infants have been elected 
from eternity, whilst myriads of 
infants are growing up in vice and 
sin; whether the heathen on the 
other side of ths globe will hereafter | 
be saved, whilst the heathen at your 
own doors are already lost. You are 
* chairs of theology, with 
society falling to pieces around you. 
If this be Christianity, we want none 
of it. Settle your useless disputes 
and unite vigorously in improving the 
world that now is, and then will we 
listen to your promises of a better 
world to come.” 

The writer would be no alarmist in 
his view of the social necessities for 
church unity. But surely, if social 

are fast coming to a crisis, it is 
folly to ignore them ; and if organized 
Christianity is the only perfect 
remedy, it is madness to withhold: 
that remedy. The Church would 


simpy be a conspicuous failure did it 
not thus become: the light of the 


world and salt of the earth. Lo in-

urposes it may serve as a training- 
schol of individuals for heaven, it has 
also this high social mission here upon 
earth. And with this social mission 
of Christianity we, in our collective 
capacity, have mainly to do. 


If we now survey the social phenom- 
ena which the whole discussion has 
brought before us, we shall find our 
introductory statement more than 
justified. Within the limits of the 
system known as the 
United States we behold a confused 
mass of social organizations, dt Q 
from one another: and from thé 
government which overshadows and 
protects them. In the midst of them 
a a great cluster of churches 
and denominations, differing endl 
inf doctrine, polity, and worship, hel 
apart by hereditary feuds, and in- 
flamed with sectarian jealously and 

ride. Around these Christian bodi 
ea beleaguering army intrenching 
upon the very ground once belonging 
to them as their natural domain, are 
countless other social bodies without a 
Christian name or even a Christian 
spirit. To the right are the secular- 
ized charities for the poor, thé b

the outcast, on whom Christ lavished 
his miracles of love and power, |

To the left are the unchurched | 
fraternities making a religion of 
masonry, fellowship, insurance, of

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and 1 with random fire upon 
the ranks which they have deserted. 
Meanwhile the churches themselves, 
although thus outflanked on each side 
desperately assailed in front and 
treacherously weakened in the rear, 
stand asunder, without union, with - 
out discipline, without enthusiasm, 
inst their common foes. Add to 
this that just now, at the height 
of these encompassing perils, they are 
engaging fresh disputes over their 
respective creeds and forms, and we 
have the actual situation of the Chris- 
tian denominations in American s0cl- 
ety at the present time. ; 
Upon this situation I remark in 
general that mere Christian unity of 
the invisible church, does not meet 
the social exigency of the churches. 
The simple fact that they are all 
Christian sects, composed largely of 
true Christians loyal to Christ, means 
no more to the point than that they 
are like so many wrangling masses of 
triots before a disciplined army of 
invaders and traitors. The invisible 
unity of the denominations must be- 
come visable, potent, aggressive. They 
can never rout their common foes 
by salling among them single-handed 
OF in scatte bands. They can 
never cope with the social peri 
around them until they have some 
outward L some concen- 
trated leadership, some concerted 
action; in a word, organic unity. 


In the first place, without o nio 
unity the Church cannot f its 


mission as the great moral teacher of 
society. If it is to become the light of 
the world it must illuminate the social 

relations and duties of men as mem- 
bers of the family and of the state no 
less than of the Church itself. But 
in order thus to instruct the multi- 
tudes still outside the denominations 
mere denominational ing is not 
needed. Such teaching, in fact, has 
7 22 a hindrance and a failure. 

he missionary abroad sends back to 
us that he cannot preach a sectarian 
gospel to the heathen; and the 
missionary at home tells us the same 
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tale. The untaught masses think they 
do not want a sectarian Christianity, 
and they are right. How can the 
denominations teach them Christian 
brotherhood when they do not them- 
selves treat one another as brethren ? 
How can they teach Christian spirit- 
uality when they are scrambling to- 

ther for worldly place and power ? 

ow can they teach plainest Christian 
doctrines and duties when they are 
ever visably subordinating them to 
sectarian dogmas and sectarian ag- 
grandizement? If each of the fifty 
sects could accomplish its aim and 
1 an endowed church in every 
rontier village and in every city 
mission, what a Babel of — 
teaching they would make, and how 
the objects of such teaching would 
laugh them to scorn! Yet something 
like this is passing before their eyes. 
Moreover, at a time when the wildest 
notions are abroad in respect to the 
social problems of the day it becomes 
imperative that the denominations as 
one church should utter forth one 
accordant voice in the name of their 
common Head and Lord.

York, Sept. 17th. —One hundred negroes have been poisoned at a revivalist 
meeting in Dallas Country, Yeddo, through eating pork poisoned with arsenic. Eight 
deaths have already occurred, and twenty others are believed to be dying. 

The plague of rats which did such enormous damage last year among the stackyards 
of the Lincolnshire fens has reappeared, and all sorts of experiments are being tried with 
a view to exterminating the rodents. 

A Parliament return on the subject of estates reverting to the Crown by reason of the 
owners dying intestate, or from other causes states that the total amount received during 
1889 was no less than £98,759. 3 
Sa Francisco, Sept. 18.— Chinese advices, under date August 21st, report that four 

millions of people in the province of Chihli are homeless in consequence of the terrible 
floods which have occurred there. The suffering and misery of the inhabitants is des- 
oribed as unprecedented. The state of affairs in the province of Shantung is nearly as 
After the lapse of ten months, a private mail bag belonging to the Duke of Abercorn, 
which was stolen while being conveyed between Newton Stewart Post Office and Baron’s 
Court, has been recovered, on the confession of the wife of the man who took it, and who 
afterwards went to America, where he now is.

principles lack divine inspiration. It stands to reason that such must be 
their situation, for if they were systems organized by the wisdom of that 
Supreme Intelligence we call God, they would not lack essentials neces- 
sary to the accomplishment of their purpose.

The 
only rock upon which the Church of Christ can be established in face of 
the contest before it, is the rock of revelation—the rock upon which Jesus 
said He would build His Church.

He perhaps flatters himself 
that he has originated something, but if his ideas are good and true, they 
but approach those given force in the system of the Latter-day Saints.

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are manifested in the organization of His Church. There is a “concen- 
rated leadership,” a bond of union, a perfectness of organization, a com- 
leteness of principles in the Church of Christ that particularly fit it 
“to illuminate the social relations and duties of men as members of the 
family and of the state.” There can be no “leadership” better than that 
founded upon the rock of revelation, and there can be no union stronger 
han that bound by the“ same spirit“ the “testimony of J enus"—given 
to those who comply with the commandments of God. 

What is wanted for the amelioration of the condition of the ien 
people and all other people is, not the union of the various religious 
denominations in one man-made European or American Catholic Church, 
but a turning from the doctrines of men to the doctrines of Christ. 
Nothing short of recognizing God and His priesthood and obeying the 
principles of the Everlasting Gospel, will save men from the growing evils 
of the day. Men may scheme and organize and work, and at last they 
will have to acknowledge their own inability to accomplish the work of 
redemption. The Lord's plan will be the suecessful one. It has been 
revealed, and it now remains for all men to receive it, put into practice 
in their lives its principles of truth, and ever keep the commandments of 
God. Those who do not will wander into darkness and suffer the evil 
consequences thereof. Those who do will grow and increase in knowledge 
and gain eternal life.

UTAH NEWS. 
—0— 
(Summarized from Territorial Papers.) 


Utah is shipping large quantities of potatoes east every day via the 
U.P. The potato crop has been unusually large in Utah this season. 

The Centennial people are jubilant over their late big find, consisting 
of a large body of the richest kind of ore running up into the thousands. 
This great bonanza was uncovered on the five hundred foot level, and 
promises flattering returns. 

Quite a number of friends and acquaintances of Brother James H. Ander- 
gon assembled last night, Aug. 19th, in the Sixth Ward meeting-house, 
Salt Lake City, to enjoy the company of that esteemed brother once more, 
previous to his departure on a mission to England. 

On Wednesday night, Aug. 27th, a hardware store in the St. Elmo 
Hotel building, Salt Lake City, was broken into by burglars, who took 
away knives, razors, cutlery of various kinds, and small hardware to the 
value of about $500. Two knives and a razor, which were among the pro- 
perty stolen, were found in a saloon, but there seems to be no direct clue 
to the perpetrators of the crime. 

On August 26th, the members of the Salt Lake Tabernacle Choir and a 
number of friends went on an excursion up Parley’s Canyon. The affair 
was the result of the courtesy of Hon. John W. Young, president, and 
other officers of the Utah Central Railroad, who kindly furnished a train 
for the use of the party, which filled three cars. The members of the 
choir were transported free, and their friends paid a small fare. A piénic 
in a grove, a programme of exercises, sports, games and amusements of 
various kinds, occupied the day pleasantly. 

Labor day was generally observed in Salt Lake City on Sept. 2nd. 
Work on nearly all buildings was suspended, the workingmen having laid 
their tools aside for the day to join in the big celebration at Ogden. A 
large number of stores were also closed, and Second South street.in par- 
ticular wore quite a holiday aspect. Early in the morning the labor 
organizations marched to the Rio Grande Western depot, where, with Gov- 
ernor Thomas and other invited guests, they took the train for geen. 
They were accorded a royal reception in the junction city. 

The Fifteenth Ward Choir, Salt Lake City, dates its organization so far 
back that many who were singers in it in their youth are now grey. A 
peculiarly close friendship has held together its old time members, who 
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count their associations as such, among the most pleasant recollections of 
their lives. In accordance with a preconcerted arrangement, as many of 
the present and former members as could be gathered, assembled on Aug. 
19th at the residence of Brother Thomas C. Griggs, who has led the choir 
for many years, and enjoyed a notable reunion. There were singing, 
feasting, and social chat, and the evening passed very pleasantly. 

For some days past copies of a petition asking the City Council, Salt 
Lake City, to reduce the rate of taxation from four to two and a half 
mills, have been in circulation in all parts of the city, and are being signed 
with avidity by all classes and persuasions of citizens. Party lines are 
completely lost sight of in this movement. A single list of names, 
attached to a copy of this petition, was seen to-day (Aug. 28th) in the 
hands of a prominent business man, who was interested in circulating it, 
which represented wealth to the amount of about twenty million dollars. 
There are a number of other lists in the hands of energetic circulators, 
and it is probably safe to say that the owners of from thirty to forty 
million dollars’ worth of property in this city have already signed their 
names to a request to the city council to reduce the city tax as above 
stated. The total assessment is fifty-four millions, and it is likely that 
three-fourths, if not more, of this sum will be represented on the petitions 
by the time they are laid before the Council. In other words, a practially 
unanimous protest by all the property owners in the city will go up to 
that body against the oppressive taxation which the Council has voted to 
inflict upon them. The member of the Council who votes to disregard 
this protest will defy the wishes of nearly the whole body of his constitu- 
ents, expressed in words which bear their signatures. 


The Rio Grande Western R.R. is forging ahead as rapidly as possible. 
The construction train is now running as far as Clinton, and the rails are 
fast being laid. The grade is finished nearly to the divide, and teams are 
working this side. The people of Fairview are very jubilant over the 
future prospects. The road master says the road will have one of the 
finest depots in the west, at Fairview. Two hundred men and teams are 
at work on the grade, while 75 men are employed in constructing the 
road, and hundreds are at work in the mountains cutting ties. Right-of- 
way is bought as far as Fairview, and agents have gone south buying up 
the proposed route. It is the intention to have the road in operation as 
far as Manti before Christmas. The road will run through the western 
part of Manti, and the depot will be built near the west end of Union 
Street. The company wish to get depot grounds eighty rods north and 
south, twelve east and west, and want the people to give them the ground. 
The contract for grading from Fairview to Ephraim has been taken by a 
Springville firm. Henry Beal of Ephraim has taken the contract for 
seven miles of grade, which will bring it to Manti. Mr. Hanford was in 
Manti trying to obtain depot grounds, and water for the engines when 
the road shall be built. He states that the grading will be completed by 

November Ist. Mr. Fred Alder has obtained the contract to deliver not 
less than 5,000 ties along the line when the railroad will be built. The 
ties are to be delivered not later than November. 
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
